THE SPRING OF 1916—AND AFTER—IN 
THE ENGLISH BOOK-TRADE. 

The English Publishers* Circular is “sur¬ 
prised” at the statement appearing in certain 
American journals that “the British book- 
trade is practically dead.” “In very few years, 
and those only just before the War,” it points 
out in its Spring Announcement Number, 
“have our publishers produced more books 
than they did in 1915, in spite of grave diffi¬ 
culties of all kinds.” 

It is most gratifying to the American trade 
to learn that the trade in England is standing 
up so well under the strain of the war, and 
we are glad to hear that rumors to the con¬ 
trary are so unfounded. The book production 
of Great Britain for 1914 fell off by only 800 
from the high-water mark set in 1913; last 
year it showed a falling off of only 800 more. 
An annual book production of 10,665 reflects 
a condition in the English trade to be de¬ 
scribed as anything but moribund. While it 
is true that this total has been swelled by the 
numerous cheap war books which England, 
like the other countries at war, has been 
spawning so plentifully, a glance at the spring 
announcements shows, nevertheless, how far 
from true it is to say that England is pub¬ 
lishing few substantial, non-fiction books. The 
first three titles on John Murray's list, for 
instance, are Lord Granville Leveson Gower’s 
“Private Correspondence Between the Years 
1781-1821,” Buckle's “Life of Benjamin Dis¬ 
raeli,” and George McLean Harper’s “Life of 
William Wordsworth’; John Lane's list is 
headed by Willard Huntington Wright’s 
“Modern Painting,” Ezra Pound’s “Gaudier 
Brzeska: His Life and Work,” and “The 
Life and Letters of Sir John Henniker Hea¬ 


ton,” by his daughter; while the George Allen 
& Unwin list begins with “The Political His¬ 
tory of Japan in the Meiji Era,” by W. W. 
McLaren, and Edward Carpenter’s “My Days 
and Dreams.” This does not mean, of course, 
that there are not war books—and plenty of 
them—announced for the spring. Books by 
American authors are not noticeably present. 

In at least one respect, the English trade 
will probably come out of the war decidedly 
better off than it entered it, due to the marked 
strengthening of the “all net” system which 
is now taking place. The battle for “all net” 
prices in England has been a long and slow 
one, but publisher after publisher—especially 
since the first of this year—has responded to 
higher prices by announcements of future net 
items on his list. “At the present time,” says 
the Publishers' Circular, “our trade has the 
best chance it has ever had to emancipate 
itself from the disastrous influence of the 
discount business.” Thereupon it takes occa¬ 
sion to “come out strong” for a certain new 
novel announced by William Heinemann, 
which “deserves the hearty support of the 
trade .... because • it bears boldly on its 
black-and-white wrapper this sign of the times 
—of new and better times for the book-trade 
— 6 /-Net” 

William Heinemann is said to be making all 
of his list net; T. & T. Clark, of Edinburgh 
and London, have made all their books net, 
except a few school books; Chatto & Windus 
are also said to be making practically all their 
books net; Messrs. Nisbet “advise the trade 
that a large number of their publications will 
in future be sold at net prices”; Cassell & 
Co. have made certain titles net; E. Marl¬ 
borough & Co. have made their Self-Taught 
Series net; and George Allen & Unwin, Ltd., 
are also said to have made great advances 
towards “all net” books. 

In the case of non-net, or subject, books, 
including six-shilling novels, the retail trade 
has unanimously decided to cut down the 
maximum discount to be allowed the public 
from 3d. to 2d. in the is. This action was 
the result of circulars received from many 
of the leading publishers, intimating that, 
owing to the increased cost of materials (es¬ 
pecially paper) and of labor, the trade terms 
would be raised as from January 1 by vary¬ 
ing amounts, working out on the average at 
id. in the is. of the published price of a 
book. The usual trade terms allowed the 
bookseller a discount of 25 per cent., with a 
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small additional “settlement” discount for 
cash; but the terms also provided in most 
cases that the- bookseller's dozen should be 13. 
Thus a book published at, say, is., was sold 
to the bookseller at 8}4d. per copy, and an 
order for a, dozen at 8s. 6d. would bring 13. 
Sold to the public at gd. a copy, the 13 books 
would yield a gross profit to the bookseller of 
is. 3d. In future, the bookseller, buying at 
9d. per copy and selling at iod., will make 
a gross profit of 2s.; but in those cases where 
the “odd copy” disappears, the profit will be 
only is. As the publishers have also slightly 
decreased the trade discount on books pub¬ 
lished at net prices, the booksellers contend 
that they, on the whole, will lose by the re¬ 
vision of prices. 

With discounts so close, it is doubtful if, 
at least during the continuance of the war, the 
publishers of net books will meet with much 
difficulty from price-cutting. After the war, 
England will doubtless feel in no price-cutting 
mood, and it seems more than likely that the 
“all net” system will be given just the chance 
it needs to become the general practice of the 
English book-trade. 


BRITTON PUBLISHING COMPANY

The Britton Publishing Company has just 
opened attractive offices in the Hess Building, 
354 Fourth avenue, a building which already 
houses Funk & Wagnalls and Baker & Taylor.

AUSTRALIAN BOOK-TRADE JOUR¬ 
NAL OPPOSES “MARKETING”—URGES 
OPEN MARKET AND DIRECT SUPPLY 

The current issue of The Book fellow, 
the journal of the Australasian book-trade, 
quotes in full John Murray’s communication 
to the Publishers' Weekly on the subject 
of English and American rivalry for the 
Australian trade* and proceeds from this 
to a denunciation of the “marketing” device 
whereby it claims most American publishers 
“dodge their job” as far as the Australasian 
trade is concerned; After quoting Mr. Mur¬ 
ray's letter The Bookfellow says: 

Commenting on this letter, on the facts, 
and on the prospect, The Bookfellow also 
fails to see any reason for misunderstanding. 

Australasia offers a profitable market for 
fiction. Until recent years ■ English publish¬

ers have enjoyed a virtual monopoly of that 
market. American publishers, with the aid 
of some Australasian importing firms, have 
now made a considerable attack on that mon¬ 
opoly, and intend to make a more consid¬ 
erable attack. Many English publishers, 
fighting to retain that market, have looked 
round for available weapons, and have an¬ 
nounced that they will not buy American 
fiction for the English market unless British- 
Colonial rights (including the Australasian 
market) come with the purchase. American 
publishers protest against this sprag in their 
revolving wheel—“ 'Tain't fair!” Certainly 
’tis fair. In common trade or common jus¬ 
tice, the British “Neither!” is as good as the 
American “Both 1 ” 

The Australasian bookseller, while this 
thunderstorm is going on over his head, is 
in much the same position as the peasant 
woman found herding her goats at Gallipoli 
while (in the mad paradox of war) intelli¬ 
gent Australians and Turks were endeavor¬ 
ing a few yards away to murder one another 
while preserving a mutual respect. 

The Australasian bookseller's business is 
to get on with his job. His job, among 
other things, is to buy the most salable fic¬ 
tion at the lowest price on the best terms. 
For the rest, he has an equal mind. Those 
conditions preserved, it does not matter who 
sells him the fiction. The English publish¬ 
er’s job is to convince the Australasian book¬ 
seller that HE supplies the most saleable, &c- 
The American publisher's job is ditto ditto. 
Many English publishers fall down on their 
job. Most American publishers dodge their 
job by the “marketing” device. 

“Marketing,” as previously explained, is 
the Australasian trade term for the system by 
which (for example) the George Robertsdn 
Proprietary, a leading firm of wholesale and 
retail booksellers, established with headquar¬ 
ters in Melbourne, buys from an American or 
British publisher an agreed number of copies 
of a novel, and gets with the purchase the 
sole right of selling that novel to other book¬ 
sellers in Australasia, and to customers in its 
retail shops—as far as the power of the pub¬ 
lisher extends. In practice, in the case of 
American fiction, the monopoly is complete, 
since the regular American trade price for 
a $1.20 net or $1.50 net novel leaves no mar¬ 
gin for an interloper to import and sell at 
the regular Australasian fiction price of 3s. 
6d. The American publisher makes no “Co¬ 
lonial library” alteration, and in apparently 
nearly every case sells the Australasian mar¬ 
keting firm (for possibly 45 cents per copy, 
in quantity) precisely the same quality of book 
that is retailed in U. S. A. for $1.20 net 
and $1.50 net. 

The British publisher nearly always does 
make a “Colonial library” alteration; and 
since “Colonial libraries,” for other colo¬ 
nies, are sold to London export houses with 
a reservation that they must not be exported 
to Australasia when the book is “marketed” 
in Australasia, it is usually practicable by 
paying an additional 5 per cent, to a third 
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party who does not appear as an Austral¬ 
asian importing bookseller, to obtain all the 
“marketed” British novels which an Austral¬ 
asian importing bookseller wants—without 
giving the local “marketer” the pleasure of 
an order. 

Usually the Australasian importing book¬ 
seller does not take that trouble. Instead, 
he is quite likely to “turn down” the market 
novel, and trade upon other lines which pay 
him just as well or better. That is, the 
fact that the George Robertson Proprietary 
has “marketed” a novel is quite sufficient to 
arouse in some Australasian quarters a pre¬ 
judice against that novel, and an inclination 
to sell it as little as possible. The marketing 
firm is understood to deplore this attitude, 
and to urge that by bringing the books to the 
shop at a somewhat enhanced rate it re¬ 
duces the bookseller’s buying risk on London 
orders. 

The answer of the obstinate objectors is 
that to give the George Robertson Proprietary 
an order for a “marketed” novel is essen¬ 
tially bad trading—whatever the apparent 
circumstantial disadvantages; . because the 
George Robertson Proprietary, in the case of 
a “marketed” novel, is retailer as well as 
monopolist-wholesaler, and it is bad business 
to strengthen an opposition retailer by buying 
the stock upon which he virtually makes 
three profits—the monopolist’s and the whole¬ 
saler’s profit as well as the retailer’s. It was, 
in fact, partly by the development of a sys¬ 
tem of railway rebates, representing an extra 
profit which competitors could not gain, that 
the Standard Oil Company of U: S. A. even¬ 
tually drove some of its competitors out of 
business. 

A Sydney retailer, for instance, is quite 
able to appreciate the fact that, if the George 
Robertson Proprietary is able to buy the Aus¬ 
tralasian market of a salable American 
novel at a price equivalent to is. 9d. per copy 
or less, and to retail it in Pitt Street at 3s. 
6d., while competitive booksellers who wish 
to retail the same novel at the same price 
in George Street must buy stock from the 
Geotge Robertson Proprietary at prices rang¬ 
ing sometimes from 2s. 4d. to 2s. nd. ac¬ 
cording to quantity purchased, this kind of 
trade only requires to be extended far 
enough—with the George Robertson Proprie¬ 
tary tending continually to make a greater re¬ 
tail profit than other retail booksellers—in 
order to drive the George Street bookseller 
out of business. 

It is obvious enough that, if there are two 
retail booksellers in the same city, and one 
has the opportunity of making a possible reg¬ 
ular profit of 40 per cent, while the other 
has only the opportunity of making a possi¬ 
ble regular profit of 25 per cent, it is ofily 
a matter of duration and extension of that 
class of trade until the bookseller with the 
smaller profit will be forced to give up that 
class of trade. And if he assists to boom that 
class of trade he is naturally assisting to cut 
his own business throat. So, being wise 
enough to come in out of the wet monopoty, 


he does not usually assist to boom it; and, 
in The Bookfelloufs opinion, authors and 
publishers in the end are bound to suffer by 
the system. 

The leading export publishers of fiction to 
Australasia—in the rank of Messrs. Macmil¬ 
lan, Messrs. Hodder & Stoughton, and Mr. 

T. Fisher Unwin—have, The Bookfellow is 
glad to say, upheld the principle of the open 
market. Other publishers, in the export rank, 
for instance, of Messrs. Methuen and Messrs. 
Hutchinson, are reported as selling the Aus¬ 
tralasian “market” of some of their novels; 
and, in The Bookfellout/s opinion, the prac¬ 
tice is bound in the end to be prejudicial to 
the authors whom those publishers represent. 

For, in self-defence, a combination of sev¬ 
eral retail firms in opposition to the George 
Robertson Proprietary has competed for 
marketed books; recently Messrs. Edwards, 
Dunlop & Co. have controlled the market of 
certain books. 

Since the marketing system has been estab¬ 
lished, the introduction of Edwards, Dunlop 
& Co. is in an Australasian trade view the 
best feature of the business; because Ed¬ 
wards, Dunlop & Co. are apparently the only 
legitimate general wholesale firm left to us, 
and, dealing without a retail shop or a retail 
sideshow, act practically as publishers’ reprer 
sentatives who offer the same terms to alj 
retail traders. 

Nevertheless, The Bookfellow , in the in¬ 
terest of the whole Australasian book trade- 
authors, publishers, and booksellers — upholds 
the permanent principle of an open market 
for fiction and the free opportunity of direct 
dealing with publishers or their representa¬ 
tives. Because trade dissension over the mar¬ 
keting question has risen to such a pitch that 
the query now, when a new novel is pub¬ 
lished, is likely to be not “Is it a good novel? 

Is it a saleable novel?” but “Is it marketed? 
Who’s got it?” And if it is marketed by i. 
retail firm whose trade interest is or appeals 
to be in opposition to the trade interest of the 
querist, the quantity order is likely to fall- 
yea, even to zero — unless the novel is (what 
most novels are, not) obviously saleable goods 
that the public Will rush for. 

This state of things is bad for trade. It is 
bad because books do not get a fair chance 
on their selling merits. The marketers are 
likely to have plenty of books on hand which 
they must sell while the novelty is in them, 
or accept a marketer’s loss; and marketed j 
goods are therefore likely to be pushed, by a \ 
section of the trade, beyond their merits— 
with a section of the trade resisting the push. ) 
In practice, marketing firms are likely to find j 
that they must “take in one another's wash¬ 
ing”—that is, in order to sell “their own > 
books,” they must shoulder some of the other j 
fellow’s swag. This again is not unlikely to j 
result in heavy stocks of some lines choking I 
the sale of other lines. j 

It is a commonplace that Australasian fic¬ 
tion sale, which two years ago used to come? 
often in . long runs—sometimes up to 20^000^ 
now comes in short runs. The books cannot 
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a clerk in the book and stationery business, 
Mr. Henry R. Johnson purchased the stock and 
fixtures of a small store occupying a floor 
space of eight hundred square feet. His 
force numbered three assistants. 

Fire in an adjoining building caused the 
removal a year later to a location which add¬ 
ed six hundred square feet more to his 
store area, and as early as four years later 
his business had so increased as to cause a 
removal to a location where ten thousand 
square feet of floor space were put in use 
and forty assistants employed. 

The business continued here until 1909 
when the present site was purchased, a fine 
four-story building accommodating three 
stores on the ground level, one of which 
the bookstore now occupies. 

At the present time the store occupies 
three floors with a total floor area of seven¬ 
teen thousand square feet, and in addition a 
new annex adds ten thousand more square 
feet, with convenient entrance to this pro¬ 
vided through a subway passage, making the 
whole store virtually under one roof. 

Upwards of seventy assistants are now em¬ 
ployed in the store, the total number em¬ 
ployed having reached as high as two hun¬ 
dred during the busy holiday season. 

That such a small business with such a 
modest beginning was developed in twenty- 
three years to a business of the present size 
and proportions is rather remarkable and it 
is, therefore, interesting to note some of 
the elements which have helped to bring 
about this rapid growth and development. 

One positive element of this success lies 
in the proprietor’s creed which, briefly stat¬ 
ed, is to please customers, sell only goods 
that stay sold, make every inch of store 
space count, and advertise consistently. 
How well this creed has been lived up to is 
best understood from the discussion which 
follows. 

Details of store arrangement are impor¬ 
tant, but a description of the necessary 
length to describe the arrangement of the 
store would occupy too much of your time 
at the expense of other important details of 
our story, so suffice it to say that the ar¬ 
rangement is good, and each department is 
located in that section of the store best 
suited to the character of the goods in the 
department. 

Throughout the store the aisles have been 
kept purposely wide, giving a comfortable 
spaciousness to the store which shoppers 
appreciate. As you may have observed, 
there are so many women who like to stop 
and browse around at their leisure, looking 
over the goods in the cases. As these 
women do not like to be jostled or hurried 
while they are looking about they can do 
this unmolested only when the aisles are 
wide and plenty of room left unobstructed 
for others to pass by. 

As for keeping the stock in this store, in 
every case possible the reserve stock is kept 
in labeled boxes on the shelves and all the 


be kept moving. Doubtless the war is re¬ 
sponsible; but, in The BookfellozPs opinion; 
no small share of the responsibility falls to 
the marketing system, with the atmosphere of 
doubt and distrust engendered by the whole¬ 
sale effort to sell marketed books beyond 
their true selling values, while non-marketed 
books are likely to be pushed by some traders 
below their selling values until the marketers’ 
pets are disposed of, Australasian fiction 
trade was laying golden eggs in repeat orders, 
and the marketers have helped to kill the 
goose. 

Therefore, The Bookfellozv argues once 
more for the permanent principles of open 
market and direct supply. 

JOHNSON’S BOOKSTORE — AN OB¬ 
JECT LESSON IN SUCCESSFUL BOOK¬ 
SELLING. 

Johnson’s Bookstore in Springfield, Massa¬ 
chusetts, is, despite its comparative youth, 
one of New England's largest and most suc¬ 
cessful bookstores. The following account 
of its history and business methods appeared 
in a recent number of Eaton, Crane & Pike 
Co.’s Pull-Together. 

In 1893, after .several years’ experience as

selling is done from samples displayed in the 
cases or on the counters. The advantages of 
this system are almost too obvious to men¬ 
tion, for the reserve stock is then free from 
dust and handling, and fresh, new articles 
are always available for the customer. This 
applies to a multitude of small articles in a 
stationery store which are easily stored in 
boxes on the shelves in back of or under 
the counters, or along the walls. 

There are no elaborate systems of stock 
records in vogue in this store. After trying 
out many systems the best method was found 
to be that of having the clerks check the 
more rapid sellers once a week. If an article 
is found to be down to a minimum, a record 
is made accordingly on a slip giving the 
name of the article, amount on hand and 
amount usually ordered. This slip is then 
placed on the department manager's file of 
live orders for prompt ordering that day. 
The slower moving items are checked once 
a month in this same manner and Mr. Egan, 
manager of the stationery department, reports 
little or no trouble experienced from stock 
shortages with this simple system. 

In the book department a more exact sys¬ 


tem is undergoing a test preliminary to its 
final adoption and up to the present time is 
proving most satisfactory. For this depart¬ 
ment a slip has been made out which is eleven 
inches long and three and a quarter inches 
wide. When folded in the middle the upper 
half is a stock slip on which appear these 
headings: Title, Author, Publisher, Date of 
Invoice, Number of Copies, Price, and In¬ 
ventory, with suitable space below each head 
for the information to be filled in. The lower 
half is an order slip, with headings and space 
for the salesman’s name, number of copies 
to be ordered, and remarks. 

It is important to note that this slip is yel¬ 
low and, therefore, very conspicuous. When 
placed in a book it is folded and the two ends 
inserted in the top of the book between 
different pages so that it is plainly visible 
and cannot escape the clerk’s attention be¬ 
fore the copy, in which it is placed, is sold. 

This system can be applied in cases of a 
large or small number of titles; in the case 
of five copies by placing the stock slip in the 
last book, and in the case of larger quanti¬ 
ties, in the last book to be sold before a speci¬ 
fied minimum is reached. For instance, if 
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fifty, books are ordered, the slip might be 
placed in the tenth from the last volume to 
be sold. In this case the buyer would have a 
memorandum to order from while nine books 
yet remain in stock, viz:

It is to be noted that the inventory is of 
the quantity on hand when the combined 
stock and order slip is turned over to the 
buyer. In the case of five books, if the slip 
were in the last copy sold, the inventory 
would be “none.” 

In relation to the window displays, it is the 
policy of this store to grant to each depart¬ 
ment its proportionate share in the use of 
these windows, and thus no one particular 
article enjoys this valuable space for any long 
period at the expense of other articles in the 
store. The displays are changed once a week 
and sometimes oftener. 

In every case possible the windows contain 
some definite selling idea and are, therefore, 
not merely displays of fine merchandise but 
windows that talk. 

When asked whether the windows sell 
goods or merely create interest, Mr. Egan 
said, “Give me the window space and I can 
sell any article in the store.” This then is 
this store’s estimate of the value of window 
space and it is treated with much careful 
study, thought, and planning accordingly. 

From window displays it is an easy and 
natural transition to the subject of advertising 
and- it may well be stated here that this 
store believes firmly in advertising of the 
right sort. 

Newspapers represent the most important 
medium which this store uses. Large space 
is used only occasionally for special sales, 
etc., small space one column by four inches 
being the general rule and this is used daily. 

Mr. Johnson stated emphatically, though not 
in these same words, that he thought the 
small advertisement appearing regularly each 
day and devoted to the featuring of one single 
-article at a time, was by far the best and most 
profitable way to use the newspapers, with a 
limited amount. For by this practice the 
name of the store is kept constantly before the 
public# and even though only one article is 


mentioned it is natural for the reader to asso¬ 
ciate in his mind the other kindred articles 
carried in the store, and thus the products of 
the entire store are brought into prominence 
merely by association and nothing is lost. 

Many times this store, to back up its news¬ 
paper advertising, will place a sample of the 
goods advertised on a prominent counter and 
alongside of it a card reading, “This is the 
box of paper (or book, etc.) advertised,” and 
excellent results have followed this practice of 
tying up with the daily advertisement. Prices 
are featured in the advertisements. 

Another use is made of the newspapers and 
that is to advertise occasionally under “Lost 
and Found” the many articles which have been 
found in the store, either dropped or left by 
customers and uncalled for. It is not hard to 
imagine that this practice helps to create good 
will for the store when lost articles are re¬ 
turned to their owners. 

Another form of advertising used to a con¬ 
siderable extent are manufacturers’ advertis¬ 
ing circulars, using these as enclosures in the 
monthly bills and packages sent to customers. 

All of the wrapping paper in this store is 
printed at regular, well-spaced intervals with 
the small, neat trade-mark of the store. 
In this way every article which is 
carried from this store will more than likely 
advertise the fact to one or more persons that 
its bearer has been to Johnson’s Bookstore on 
her shopping tour that day. And we would 
venture to state that because of this promi¬ 
nence given to the store trade-mark it is more 
familiar to many Springfield people than any 
other local dealer’s trade-mark. 

Some merchants question the value of 
special sales, arguing that it is difficult to get 
the articles back again to their former price 
basis once the price has been cut. Certainly, 
they are right in this contention, especially 
when well-known, nationally advertised brands 
are concerned. 

Mr. Johnson has never found it profitable 
to mark down his prices on standard, adver¬ 
tised lines, so he never does. But, now and 
then, articles are found that can be bought in 
job lots and are not identified by a well- 
known trade-mark, and only such articles as 
these does he put on special sales, and these 
usually only one at a time as a special leader 
for a week-end sale. 

But where articles are found in stock which 
have remained there unsold longer than a 
reasonable period, such articles are placed on 
sale as bargains and the price is gradually re¬ 
duced until sold for whatever price they may 
bring. Once sold, an article like this is sel¬ 
dom replaced, for as Mr. Johnson argues, he 
has room only for merchandise that sells 
easily. 

This store maintains a question box which 
might well be termed the store “regulator.” 
As a means of securing ideas from the store 
people about the business and suggested im¬ 
provements, it has many times oyer proved its 
excellent worth. 

The suggestions contributed to the question 
box are handled in the following manner. 
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One night each week, following the closing of 
the store, the department heads meet, empty 
the question box and discuss the possibilities 
of adopting of how to treat any of the sug¬ 
gestions contributed or criticisms offered. 
Any question requiring further investigation 
is referred to a committee and the committee 
reports at a later meeting. 

Every three weeks the entire force of store 
assistants attends the meeting to join in the 
discussions or hear the criticism of what has 
been offered, or what will be adopted. 

This system contains all of the elements of 
success and it is, therefore, not strange that 
it is proving successful. For the very fact 
that one clerk is able to look over her own 
counter into another department and, recog¬ 
nizing there some condition for improvement, 
make a suggestion which will count for 
her own credit is a thing that is certain 
to raise that clerk’s interest in the things 
about her, or him, which in turn is certain 
to provoke a healthy spirit of rivalry, which 
will always result for the good of the store. 
For when the sales-person’s interest is thus 
extended beyond and not confined to her own 
department, only good from it can result. 

It is so obvious as to be hardly necessary 
to remark that the sales-person will do every¬ 
thing in her power to help raise the standards 
of her own department first. 

The head of a department acts as chair¬ 
man of the store meetings, and it is certain 
that the majority of the clerks will make every 
effort to bring their interest for the store to 
the attention of its managers. Again, this is 
an important feature because the co-workers 
then feel that here is a new avenue open for 
use to higher promotion. 

Bonus and commission plans for paying his 
assistants have all had their turn but Mr. 
Johnson believes that, in his store at least, the 
straight salary basis of paying persons their 
full worth and allowing them to demonstrate 
their worth leads to greater satisfaction and 
better Results. 


THE FRENCH BOOK-TRADE DURING 
THE WAR.—ANNUAL MEETING OF 
CERCLE DE LA LIBRAIRIE. 

The issue of the Bibliographic de la France 
for March 3 contains a full account of the 
annual meeting of the Cercle de la Librairie in 
Paris on February 25. Twenty-four members 
were present, M. Louis Hachette, the presi¬ 
dent, presiding. 

“Eighteen months of war have already 
passed,” said M. Hachette in his annual re¬ 
port, “and there may well be a feeling of 
surprise that our corporate activities have not 
been completely extinguished during this sad 
period, when at the outset so many of our 
members had suddenly to quit their work, 
and when so many have fallen on the field of 
battle. The battle of the Marne saved the 
brain of France, and by releasing Paris from 
the German pressure also made it possible for 
the publishers, who almost all belong here, 
to continue their publications, to insure the 


education of thousands of children, to propa¬ 
gate in France and abroad those publications 
which should enlighten the public on the 
truth, comfort them in their fears, and finally 
make known to the world that the cause of 
right and of justice is our cause.” 

M. Hachette stated that the present mem¬ 
bership of the Cercle is 437, although “the 
gaps in our ranks are unfortunately more 
numerous than in preceding years.” From the 
long list of names of the dead—many of them 
“mort glorieusement au combat —he singled 
out especially Lucien Layus, former presi¬ 
dent of the Cercle. In 1896 M. Layus was the 
general secretary of the organizing committee 
of the first International Congress of Pub¬ 
lishers, and from that time on he took a 
prominent part in the work of the various 
Congresses. At Leipzig he presided at the 
Commission which decided, contrary to the 
wishes of the German Borsenverein,. that,the 
permanent bureau should have its offices at 
Berne and not at Leipzig. For his devoted 
services in the interests of literature, Le was 
appointed successively Chevalier, Officier and, 
in 1911, Commander of the Legion of 
Honour. 

Commenting upon the fact that the Book¬ 
sellers’ School had been suspended during the 
past year owing to the inability to get either 
teachers or scholars, he said that this was the 
more regrettable since “in the fierce struggle 
to get trade back on its feet after the war it 
will be absolutely necessary to have trained 
young men who will be able to go even into 
other countries if necessary to serve as pio¬ 
neers of our civilization by aiding the diffusion 
of French literature.” 

The Bibliographic de la France which, sav¬ 
ing the interruption of three months in 1871, 
has appeared continuously since 1811, has ap¬ 
peared regularly during the present war, 
though in somewhat reduced form. The Caisse 
syndicale de retraite des Industries du papier, 
the Societe de secours mutuels des Employis 
en librairie , the Association amicali profes- 
sionnelle des Commis libraires frangais, the 
cours de VEcole Estienne, the Union des Fabri - 
cants de papier, the Union syndicale des 
Maitres imprimeurs de France, the Syndicat 
patronal des Imprimeurs typography, and the 
Syndicat des Editeurs are all still active— 
that is as active as their mobilized member¬ 
ships will permit. The Bureau de la pro- 
priete litteraire is also active, although it has 
naturally felt the diminution in the number 
of books published. Two hundred and sixty- 
two French books were copyrighted last year 
in the United Statest. The Syndicat de la 
propriety intellectuelle did not meet last year 
since its secretary and most of its delegates 
were mobilized. The government has been 
unable as yet to ratify the Franco-Brazilian 
copyright treaty. 

During the past year the French trade has 
participated in the Panama-Pacific Exposition, 
the Casablanca Exposition, and from August 
to December it held an exhibition in its rooms 
of books published in France during the war 
and relating to it. This exhibition included

over eight hundred publications, a catalogue of 
which is to be published shortly. M. Hachette 
added that they are considering the idea of 
sending the collection to certain neutral coun¬ 
tries in the interests of French propaganda. 

After the election of officers the President 
made an interesting presentation; it had been 
decided at the last annual general meeting 
that a jet on d’or (gold commemorative medal) 
should be offered to the Belgian Cercle de la 
IJbrairie as a testimony of the gratitude France 
feels towards Belgium, for her heroic resist¬ 
ance since the war began. M. Desoer, Presi¬ 
dent of the Cercle Beige, who was present at 
the meeting in his capacity as corresponding 
member, in a speech which evoked enthusias¬ 
tic applause, accepted the gift on behalf of 
his society in the most sympathetic terms, and 
said he rejoiced in the hope of being able be¬ 
fore long to call a general meeting in Brussels 
of the Cercle Beige de la Librairie to express 
officially their most grateful thanks. 


NATIONAL CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
TO TAKE REFERENDUM ON PRICE 
MAINTENANCE. 

Business men of the country—through the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States 
—are to vote for or against the recommen¬ 
dations that: 

I. There should be Federal legislation per¬ 
mitting the maintenance of resale prices, 
under proper restrictions, on identified mer¬ 
chandise for voluntary purchase, made and 
sold under competitive conditions. 

II. Federal legislation should take the 
form of an amendment to the Trade Com¬ 
mission act defining the conditions under 
which price-cutting is an unfair method of 
competition and authorizing the Federal 
Trade Commission to prevent such price- 
cutting in interstate and foreign commerce. 

_ It is pointed out that a vote in the affirma¬ 
tive on the first question will support the 
recommendation of a majority of a special 
committee of the National Chamber that 
there should be Federal legislation permitting 
the maintenance of resale prices. A vote in 
the negative on the first question will sup¬ 
port the opposite contention of the minority 
of the committee that there should be no such 
legislation. A vote in the affirmative on the 
second question will indicate an opinion that 
there should be Federal legislation, and, fur¬ 
thermore, that it should take the form stated. 

This is the thirteenth referendum to be 
taken by the National Chamber with the pur¬ 
pose of ascertaining for the benefit of Con¬ 
gress and the President the business opinion 
prevailing throughout the United States on 
questions of immediate importance. The 
present referendum was voted by the board 
of directors of the Chamber of Commerce 
early in February of this year, following the 
failure of the special committee to come to 
any agreement on the question of price main¬ 
tenance. Of the ten members of this com¬ 
mittee, seven, it will be remembered, voted 
in favor of price maintenance—two of them, 
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however, modifying their assent by filing a 
supplementary report—and the other three, 
Percy S. Strauss, of New York City; Frank 
H. Armstrong, of Chicago; and Frederick H. 
Rike, of Dayton, voting against the ques¬ 
tion. The majority recommendation, the 
supplementary report, and the explanatory 
statement of the minority members were re¬ 
printed at some length in the Publishers' 
Weekly for February 12, 1916. 

Inasjnuch as forty-five days are allowed for 
the voting, the result of the referendum will 
be determined in the third week of May. 


HUNTINGTON, BIXBY AND CHURCH 
SALES BRING $63,009.50. 

The 1141 items disposed of in the five ses¬ 
sions of the sale of duplicates and selections 
from the libraries of Henry E. Huntington, 
William K. Bixby and from the estate of 
E. Dwight Church on March 29, 30 and 31, 
brought a total of $63,009.50. George D. 
Smith paid $1950 for the original manuscript 
of nine of the chapters of Washington Irv¬ 
ing’s “Tales of a Traveller.” Mr. Smith also 
obtained for $1500 the original holograph 
manuscript of “The Discovery of America,” 
by Fiske. The three volumes embrace nearly 
1100 quarto pages with the emendations, in¬ 
serts and deletions in the author’s hand. The 
same buyer gave $600 for Fiske’s “Original 
Manuscripts, Histories and Essays,” in two 
volumes; $500 for the original manuscript- 
containing 20,000 words—of Nathaniel Haw¬ 
thorne’s “Dr. Grimshawe’s Secret,” with a 
letter written by the author’s son, Julian, re¬ 
garding it. For the original manuscript of 
Bret Harte’s “Brown of Calaveras” he gave 
$400, and for Charles Lamb’s “Commonplace 
Book,” containing seventy-seven pages in the 
author’s handwriting, he paid $1200. 

Gabriel Weis obtained, for $445. an auto¬ 
graph manuscript of eleven of the verses 
written by Kipling for William Nicholson’s 
“Almanac of Twelve Sports.” Kipling manu¬ 
scripts are said to be practically unobtainable, 
as they are the property of Mrs. Kipling, who 
will not part with them. 

What is regarded as the most important 
Reade manuscript ever offered for public sale 
—the original manuscript of “The Cloister 
and the Hearth”—brought $2260. It was sold 
to George D. Smith. It is written in ink on 
about 800 quarto and folio pages, contained 
in four volumes handsomely bound in mo¬ 
rocco. 

For an extra illustrated copy, in two vol¬ 
umes, of the “Life, Letters and Journals of 
Lord Byron,” by Thomas Moore, Mr. Smith 
paid $1925. Gabriel Weis gave $850 for a 
manuscript on vellum—a fine specimen of the 
Italian art of writing and illuminating of the 
period, fifteenth century. It once belonged to 
John Ruskin. 

Henry James’ manuscript of his “Long- 
staff’s Message” was bought by Gabriel Weis 
for $450. J. F. Drake paid $332.50 for a copy 
of the first edition of the poems of Keats. 

A copy of the first Edinburgh edition of 
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Robert Burns' poems, which was Burns’ own 
copy and which contains numerous marginal 
notes and additions, including two autograph 
stanzas of “Tam Samson’s Elegy,” was pur¬ 
chased by George D. Smith for $800. 

Other Burns items attracted much attention 
and brought high prices. An autograph manu¬ 
script poem signed in two places by Burns 
was purchased by George D. Smith for $765. 

A copy of Burns’ poems of the first vol¬ 
ume of the third edition, which had been nib¬ 
bled by a mouse and which the poet used for 
making corrections for the last edition, was 
probably enhanced in value by the damage 
done, as the bidding for it was spirited. It 
was purchased by George D. Smith for $600. 
A rare first edition of the Aiken Colored 
Plates, relating to sporting events, was pur¬ 
chased by W. D. Bailey for $775. The series 
contains forty-two plates. 

Three Eugene Field manuscripts were 
eagerly sought. “The Oak Tree and the Ivy” 
was bought for $270. The manuscript poem 
“At the Door” brought $107.50, and the poem 
“Grant/’ in Field’s own autograph, brought 
$115. All were purchased by G. D. Smith. 

The autograph manuscript of Anthony 
Trollope’s complete novel, “The American 
Senator,” about 800 pages of quarto size, with 
corrections by the author, in binding by Toof, 
was sold to Gabriel Weis for $585; Izaak 
Walton and Charles Cotton’s “The Compleat 
Angler,” edited by George W. Bethune, 
Philadelphia, 1880-86, and extended from two 
to eleven volumes by the insertion of about 
1400 extra illustrations, George D. Smith. 
$475; original manuscript of Oscar Wilde’s 


“The True Value and Function of Criticism: 
A Dialogue,” Dr. A. W. S. Rosenback, $800; 
“West-Ward Hoe,” by Thomas Decker and 
John Webster, first edition, London, 1607, 
brought $225 at the Huth sale, James F. 
Drake, $405; “Everie Woman in Her Humor,” 
first and only edition, London, 1609, E. J. 
Courtland, $300; “Fables Choisies,” by M. de 
la Fontaine, first edition, Paris, 1668. James 
F. Drake, $280; Sir David Lindsay’s “Ane 
Dialog Betuix Experiences and ane Cour- 
teour,” first edition, Saint Andrews, 1554, 
George D. Smith, $550; Thomas Lodge’s 
“Catharos, Diogenes in His Singerlantie,” first 
edition, London, 1591, George D. Smith, $425; 
“Treatise of the horse, the sheep and the 
goose,” by John Lydgate, Westminster, Wyn- 
kyn de Worde, circa, 1499, in binding by Bed¬ 
ford, apparently only one copy is known, that 
of the University Library of Cambridge, 
George D. Smith, $665; the third quarto 
edition of Shakespeare's “Chronicle History 
of Henry the Fift,” London, 1668, George D. 
Smith, $700; the third quarto edition of 
Shakespeare’s “The Whole Contention Be- 
tweene the Two Famous Houses, Lancaster 
and York, London, 1619, George D. Smith, 

$635. 


EXHIBIT OF AMERICAN INSTITUTE 
OF GRAPHIC ARTS SHOWS PRINTING 
SINCE EARLIEST TIMES 
Printing from the time when archaic writ¬ 
ing was cut into stone, circa 5000 B.C., to the 
present is shown in all its dignity as the 
“veritable Seed of Civilization, of which the 
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fine arts are the flowers,” as the catalogue 
introduction has it, at the Exhibition of 
American Printing at the National Arts Club, 
New York City. The exhibition, which was 
opened on March 29 and will continue on 
view from 10 to 6 daily until April 14, is 
under the direction of the American Institute 
of Graphic Arts. It includes articles loaned 
by the Typographic Library and Museum of 
the American Type Founders Company, Jer¬ 
sey City, and the Library of the General 
Theological Seminary, New York. 

The American exhibit itself begins with a 
1682 edition of “A Seasonable Discourse,” 
by “the president of Harvard College,” 
printed by Samuel Green, of Cambridge, the 
first American to be taught to print. He was 
taught in the Daye Press, and his descend¬ 
ants printed in Boston and New Haven until 
early in the nineteenth century. 

The first printing on this continent was 
in the City of Mexico in 1539 and in Lima in 
1584. No relics of this are here, but here 
are the books on which Benjamin Franklin 
began to learn printing. “A Sermon,” by 
Thomas Prince, 1718; the first book printed 
in German characters in this country, 
“Zionitscher Weyrauchs Hugel,” printed in 
Germantown in 1739; the first American Bible 
in the English language printed by R. 
Aitken, Philadelphia, 1782; the largest book 
printed in America, before the Revolution, 
“Der Blutige Schau-Platz, order Martyrer 
Spiegel,” printed by Der Bruderschafft in 
Ephrata, Pennsylvania, 1748; “The Charters 
of the Province of Pengilvania and the city of 
Philadelphia,” printed by Franklin in 1742; 
copies of the Early American Magazine; a 
New England Primer of the middle of the 
seventeenth century; a “blue-back,” or Amer¬ 
ican spelling book by Noah Webster in 1828; 
and others. 

In the old collection which prefaces the 
American are the Babylonian Clay Tablets 
in cuneiform characters, a votive tablet of 
King Gudea, 2300 B.C., a receipt for grain, 
in addressed clay envelope, 550 B.C., a pay¬ 
roll, 1500 B.C., and a legal contract of about 
the same time. The earliest method of print¬ 
ing by impression is shown in the name and 
title of King UrNingirsu impressed in clay 
with an engraved wood stamp, about 3000 
B.C. There is a book on palm leaves, 
the writing incised in the leaves with a 
stylus and the incisions filled with pigment; 
ancient Chinese books showing their block 
printing; an old engraving on copper show¬ 
ing a book writer and his appliances; an 
illuminated manuscript of the Book of Hours, 
on vellum, about 1450, of French or Flemish 
origin; the Gutenberg Bible in facsimile, with 
the original margins; and examples of the 
first use of Roman types, and the first Italic 
types, first used by Aldus Manutius, of Venice, 
in the sixteenth century. 

At one side of the gallery stands a hand 
press, a model of the machine used by William 
Morris for his first work, “The Golden 
Legend” One of the greatest printers of 
half-tones, T. A. Munder, exhibits a repro¬ 


duction of an etching by Debaities so exactly 
like the original, which hangs beside it, that 
a layman can hardly distinguish between 
them. In the central case is shown one of 
the most famous of modern books, the great 
Book of Jades. 


LORD & TAYLOR BOOK-SHOP FOR¬ 
MALLY OPENED. 

The formal opening of the Lord & Taylor 
Book-shop on Monday was in fact anything 
but formal. The bookbuyers—and the store 
was thronged with them all day—took imme¬ 
diately to the idea, and the chairs and gener¬ 
ous divans were rarely empty of interested 
book browsers. 

The physical arrangement of the new store 
is most unique. It occupies the room former¬ 
ly devoted to the covered driveway on the 
38th Street side of the store. The drive has 
been torn out, the store front built out flush 
with the pavement and three fourteen-foot 
windows built in for the exclusive display of 
books. Inside, the book-shop consists of one 
large room, about fifty by fifteen feet in 
size, the floor several feet above the street 
level, lighted to the ceiling by three large 
display windows; at either end this room 
is connected with street entrances to the main 
store by a passage about ten feet long by 
eight wide, in which the reprints and cheaper 
books are displayed, while a generous arch¬ 
way leads directly from the center of the 
shop into the Lord & Taylor store proper. 
The books are arranged along one wall and 
spread on several small tables, while the 
chairs and divans are placed against the low 
backs of the showcases so as to assure plenty 
of daylight for reading. Rugs and cut flow- 
• ers add to the seductiveness of the shop. 

A comparatively limited stock—as book¬ 
store stocks go — is displayed on the shelves, 
but this, in fact, adds to the restful air of the 
-store. The bulk of the stock, some 15,000 
volumes, we are told, is stored immediately 
below the store, where access may be had to 
it in a few seconds. In addition to Mr. 
Kinsey, five clerks are in attendance. 

Two interesting features of the opening 
were an exhibition of Stevensoniana and the 
lecture in the auditorium on the eighth floor 
on the “Making of a Book,” accompanying 
three reels of motion pictures illustrating the 
course of a book from the time the trem¬ 
bling author hurries nervously up that long 
front walk out at Garden City, the manu¬ 
script under his arm, until the completed 
book is packed in the shipping department 
and trundled off in the big D., P motor 
truck. 

The auditorium in the Lord & Taylor store 
will be given up to the book department every 
Monday morning at eleven, when it is ex¬ 
pected that a number of lectures of interest 
to bookmen—many of them illustrated — will 
be held. On April 10, the editor of the 
Garden Magazine will speak, and on the fol¬ 
lowing Monday Clayton Hamilton, author of 
“On the Trail of Stevenson,” will speak on

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COPYRIGHT NOTES. 

SUPPLEMENT BRINGS G. S. ROBERTSON’S 

“THE LAW OF COPYRIGHT’ TO DATE. 

The Oxford University Press has just pub¬ 
lished a supplement* to George Stuart Rob¬ 
ertson's “The Law of Copyright” (1911), 
which brings that well-known work down to 
December 31, 1915. The Table of Cases is 
continued in the Supplement and the bearing 
of these upon earlier decisions and the effect 
of legislation enacted since 1911 are briefly 
explained in the nine pages devoted to a “Sup¬ 
plement to the Text”; this last is arranged in 
short paragraphs under the page and line 
in the larger book at which the new matter 
should be inserted. There is also a condensed 
statement of the terms upon which the various 
countries have accepted the Berlin Convention 
of 1908, and a note listing the countries accept¬ 
ing the Protocol of 1914. A “Note as to the 
Effect of the War on International Copy¬ 
right” cites at some length a decision in the 
Imperial Court of Germany on October 26, 
1914, as an earnest of Germany’s favorable 
attitude toward the continued observance of 
the laws of international copyright during 
the war. A lengthy section gives the texts of 
the various British statutes and statutory 
documents bearing on copyright which have 
been issued since 1911, the text of the Addi¬ 
tional Protocol to the Berlin Convention, and, 
under the United States, the new matter which 
has been amended to the Act of 1909, the text 
of the Panama-Pacific Exposition Act, a table 
of all presidential proclamations since 1891, 
the text of the president’s proclamation of 
January 1, 1915, extending protection of 
mechanical musical reproductions to Great 
Britain, the rules and regulations for the 
registration of claims to copyright issued by 
the Copyright Office in 1914, and the rules 
adopted by the Supreme Court for practice 
and procedure in cases of infringement.

The retail booksellers of Chicago organized 
a local booksellers association at a meeting at 
Congress Hall on April 3. Frank M. Morris 
was elected president, and Ralph Henry, of 
Carson, Pirie & Scott, secretary.

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

J. B. Lippincott Co. announce that the pub¬ 
lication date of T. Everett Harre’s “Behold 
the Woman!” has been postponed to April 
15th. 

The Macmillan Co. has taken over the 
publication of Vachel Lindsay’s “General 
William Booth Enters Into Heaven and Other 
Poems” and “Adventures While Preaching 
the Gospel of Beauty.” 

The Page Company are making “The Girl 
from the Big Horn Country,” by Mary E. 
Chase, one of their leaders. The story is 
one of the wholesome, out-of-door type, suit¬ 
able for young people as well as adults. 

“The Maelstrom” a detective story by 
Frank Froest, author of “The Grell. Mystery,” 
is published to-day by E. J. Clode. Until re¬ 
cently Frank Froest was superintendent of 
the Criminal Investigation Department of 
New Scotland Yard. 

The Bobbs-Merrill Co. will issue this spring 
a volume of verse, “Lyrics of War and 
Peace,” by William Dudley Foulke. As a 
poet Mr. Foulke is best known for his trans¬ 
lation of Petrarch’s “Love Songs,” published 
a year or two ago. 

The New York Public Library is conduct¬ 
ing during April and May what is said 
to be the finest exhibition of Shakespeareana 
“ever shown under one roof.” Many of the 
items are loaned by prominent collectors in 
and around New York City. 
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“The Second Coming/' by Frederic Arnold 
Kummer and Henry P. Janes, scheduled for 
April 15th publication by Dodd, Mead & Co., 
is a poetic fantasy of the apparition of Christ 
in the midst of the battlefields of Europe. One 
scene is the meeting between Christ and the 
Kaiser. 

After holding its breath since last fall, 
when the publication of Irvin Cobb's “Old 
Judge Priest” was postponed, the reading 
public will be relieved to know that the new 
book about Cobb’s famous Kentucky char¬ 
acter is definitely announced by the George 
H. Doran Co. for April 22. 

A poet of long standing gives his views on 
the new poetry and other recent poetry “new” 
only in the usual sense in the next Book 
Review, to appear April 15. Richard Le 
Gallienne’s article on “Ten New Poets” will 
be a feature of more than usual interest in 
this year of grace when poetry is being read 
by the public as well as the poets. 

A book by William Dean Howells at once 
attracts attention, and “The Daughter of the 
Storage,” from all accounts, will hold it. 
Essays, stories and poetry of the “free verse” 
order are gathered into the volume, for Mr. 
Howells is not too old to have lost interest 
in the new—and probably he never will be. 
The Harpers have set April 14 as the pub¬ 
lication date of the volume. 

A variorum edition (the first to be at¬ 
tempted) of Shakespeare’s Sonnets, made by 
Raymond Macdonald Alden, will come next 
month from the Houghton Mifflin Co. The 
text of the quarto of 1609 is printed verbatim 
et literatim, and each sonnet is followed by the 
variant readings of the most authoritative 
editions and by interpretive notes from the 
leading commentators. A full bibliography is 
included. 

Not at all suggestive of the Jack London 
of torture, tempest and sharks is the title of 
his latest book, published last Wednesday by 
the Macmillan Company. “The Little Lady 
of the Big House” might be a chronicle of 
tea tables and embroidery—if it were linked 
with the name of another author. This incon¬ 
gruity, however, but lends piquancy to the 
story, in which Mr. London has for the 
first time made a woman his leading char¬ 
acter. 

The English Board of Trade Journal for 
March, 1916, says: “The Board of Trade are 
informed through the Foreign Office, that the 
importation into Russia of books in boards 
or bound books is prohibited; in special cases 
the Russian Minister of Finance is empow¬ 
ered to grant exceptions from this prohibition. 
It is said that this prohibition is the result of 
the discovery that Germans have made use of 
the covers of books sent through neutral 
countries. 

The Shakespeare memorial masque, “Cali¬ 
ban: By the Yellow Sands,” devised and 
written by Percy MacKaye for the Tercente¬ 
nary Celebration, will be published March 20 
by Doubleday, Page & Co. The more elabo¬ 
rate illustrations will be by Urban, with small¬ 


er decorations by Jones. Two editions, one in 
cloth and one in paper, will be issued. The 
Masque will be presented in the stadium at 
the College of the City of New York, which 
is being remodeled for the purpose. 

France is hailing M. Rene Benjamin, the 
young French journalist, Satirist, dramatist, 
novelist, as the French Kipling on account of 
his “Gaspard,” the “Soldiers Three” of con¬ 
temporary French literature. “Gaspard,” with 
its buoyant, breezy and irresistibly amusing 
descriptions of the French “Tommies,” has 
been pronounced “the best work of fiction the 
war has produced.” It has received the Gon- 
court prize by unanimous verdict, this being 
the first instance of such unanimity. 

Preparedness propaganda has so far ap¬ 
peared more prominently in fiction than in 
non-fiction, although the theoretic side of the 
problem has had its share of thoughtful 
discussion. A most practical volume on what 
America would have to do in the event of 
war is promised for May publication by 
Daughaday & Company, of Chicago. “Why 
Preparedness, the Observations of an Ameri¬ 
can Army Officer in Europe, 1914-1915” is 
the work of Captain Henry J. Reilly whose 
long military experience has been supple¬ 
mented by experience as special war cor¬ 
respondent for the Chicago Tribune in France, 
Belgium, England, Germany, Austria and 
Poland. 

A new novel has come quietly upon the 
market during the last fortnight which de¬ 
serves a very much wider hearing than its 
demure entrance would seem to indicate. “The 
Spinster” by Sarah Cleghorn (Holt) is a 
notable piece of character delineation dealing 
with a woman of that clear eyed, straight 
lipped, dependable type full of strange Puri¬ 
tanical repressions commonly called a “New 
England spinster.” Even as a girl Ellen is 
taunted by a playmate with the fact that 
she will never marry, she somehow is “not 
the kind that do,” and when the truth of this 
prediction comes home to her later she sets 
out to make life a “go” in spite of that some¬ 
thing queer about her. It is not a book of 
great action but just the sort for the person 
who enjoys Dorothy Canfield’s “Hillsboro” 
stories. 

Visions of Untold Wealth which fol¬ 
lowed the success that attended the early 
years of the International Correspondence 
Schools—visions which led to the incorpora¬ 
tion of about twenty-five other companies, 
some subsidiary to the schools and 
others closely affiliated with it through in¬ 
terlocking directorates—were rudely dis¬ 
pelled on March 31, when Thomas J. Foster, 
founder and president of the school system, 
filed a voluntary petition in bankruptcy in 
the United States Court. Schedules filed 
with the petition give Foster’s liabilities as 
$678,351.12, while his assets are placed at 
$ 463 f 735 . 33 , four-fifths of which consist of 
stocks and bonds in the many companies 
promoted by Foster, Connell, Griffiths and 
other I. C. S. men. In addition, many of

these stocks and bonds listed as assets are 
posted with various banking institutions and 
persons as collateral for loans advanced to 
Foster. Foster certified that he has only 
$150 in cash, and bank deposits of $290. 

Two war books of unusual interest—and, 
we imagine, of unusual merit—will be publish¬ 
ed by Charles Scribner's Sons on April 29. 
“With the French,” by Richard Harding 
Davis, gives most graphic accounts of the 
bombardment and destruction of Arras, of - 
the mud trenches of Artois and the zigzag 
chalk trenches of Champagne, of the fighting 
in Argonne, of the retreat of the Allies in 
Serbia, of the landing of reinforcements at 
Salonika, and countless other events and 
aspects of the war in the winter of 1915-16. 
In writing this record of his second trip to 
the front, Mr. Davis was greatly assisted by 
the impression made upon the French authori¬ 
ties and officers by his last book, “With the 
Allies.” Because of this impression he was 
accorded most unusual facilities for seeing 
the fighting, living among the soldiers, and 
passing freely through the lines. The other 
book, “The War in Eastern Europe,” de¬ 
scribed by John Reed and pictured by Board- 
man Robinson, is an account of such things 
as the great Russian retreat, Serbia devastated 
by typhus, the Bulgarian mobilization, the 
Serbian battle line, etc., and imparts a sense 
of the color and atmosphere of peoples and 
countries and of the light as well as the 
shadow in the lives of soldiers. 

Dun's Review piles Ossa on Pelion in its 
attempt to depict adequately the present indus¬ 
trial situation: “Only by the use of superlatives 
can existing commercial and industrial con¬ 
ditions be adequately described. Great as are 
the gains shown by bank clearings, iron out¬ 
put, unfilled steel tonnage and similar indices, 
mere statistical records no longer fully re¬ 
flect a situation for which there is no pre¬ 
cedent. In some branches and sections the 
volume of business has reached such vast 
proportions that further expansion is de¬ 
pendent upon increased facilities for both pro¬ 
duction and distribution. Manufacturers in 
steel, in textiles, and in other lines are reject¬ 
ing additional contracts, which they cannot 
handle, either because capacity is already 
booked far ahead, or through inability to ob¬ 
tain necessary raw materials. The most re¬ 
markable feature is the magnitude of the cur¬ 
rent demand. In spite of prices that would 
ordinarily check it, urgent requests continue 
to be made for immediate deliveries of leather, 
footwear, dry goods, and especially of steel 
products. Probably never before have the 
requirements of actual use controlled prices 
with so little speculation to anticipate higher 
markets. Some interests in the steel industry 
have withdrawn quotations entirely in order 
to check the influx of orders which cannot be 
filled for months to come, while in textiles, 
cases are cited where salesmen are being 
brought in from the road or are instructed 
to accept new business only within certain 
limitations.
